1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2. The activities of the office of Security during 
the week 3-7 May 1976 were highlighted by the following 
items: : 


* a, The @ffice of Security has received copies 

of correspondence from the Federal Communications Com- 

mission (FCC) which reflect advise to Representative Abzug 
that FCC will not seek compartmented intelligence access 
approvals which would enable FCC personnel to investigate 
charges that U. s. commercial communications couriers 
violated the law by participating jn COMINT activities. 
The FCC counseled Ms. Abzug to refer the matter to the 
Department of Justice is she believes 4 crime was committed. 
FCC also notified the Attorney General of this position. 


£ b. The Office of Security is studying guidelines 
of a proposal by the National Security Agency which would 
permit release of certain categories of compartmented intel- 
ligence to foreign nationals. 


° c. Extensive negotiations are underway between 

the office of Security and the Department of Justice (p0J) 

to establish an approved control center at poy. At present, 
no such facility exists at DOJ, and, as & result, the 
DCI security officer has halted the flow of compartmented 
intelligence from the Office of General Counsel to 3 
Completion of a vault in poy is scheduled for the fall of 
1976. The current negotiations involve an effort to 
encourage DOJ to provide an acceptable interim control 
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d The Office of Security has informally agreed 
to an arransement, yet to be finelized, which will permit 
Jepartment of Justice security officers to adjudicate 
investipation of Department of Justice personnel for 
conmartmented access. 


e. in 3 May, the Office of Security contacted 
an Avency employee regarding the latter's arrest in 
#asnineton, ".C. on a charge of carrying a danperous weanon, 
The employee explained he had carried 2 handgun since 
July 1975 for self protection. Court appearance on a 
aisdeneauer caarge of not having a gun permit is set 
for & Mav. The emplovee was ziven the name of a cleared 
attorney and the matter was coordinated with the Office 
of General Counsel and tne Cover and Commercial Staff.
